ADORATION of the HOST, &c. - 


Dolatry 1s ſo great a Blot in any Church, what- 
ever other glorious Marks it may pretend to, 
that it is not to be wondred, that the Church 

.of Roxee is very angry to be charged with 
It, as it has always been by all the Reform'd; 

who have given in this among many others, as 
a juſt and neceſſary Reaſon of their Reformation 
and it muſt be confeſſed to be ſo, if it be fully and 
clearly made good againſt itz and if it be not, it 
muſt be owned to be great Uncharitableneſs on the 
other fide, which is no good Note of a Church nei- 
ther; a grievous Slander and moſt uncharitable Ca- 
Jlumny, which will fall eſpecially upon all the Clergy 
of the Church of Exglayd, who by their Conſent and 
Subſcription to its Articles and to the Dodrine of its 
Homilies, and to the Book of Cammon-Prayer, do 
expreſly join in it. For it is not the private Opinion 
only of ſome. particular and forward men in their 
Zeal and Heat againſt Popery, thus to accuſe it of 
Idolatrys but it is the deliberate,and ſober,anddown< 
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2 Of the Adoration | 
right Charge of the Church of EF»glard, of which: 
no honeſt man can be a Member, and a Miniſter, who 
does not make and believe it. I might give ſeveral 
Inſtances to ſhew thisz but, ſhall only mention one, 
wherein I have undertaken to defend our Church 
in its charge of Idolatry ypon the Papiſts, in their 


Adoration of the Hoſt, which is in its Declaration 
about Kneeling at the Sacrament after the Office of 
the Communion,in which are theſe remarkable words, 
It 3s hereby declared, that no Adoration 4s intended, op 
ought to be done, either. unto the ſacramental Bread 
and Wine there bodily received, or unto any corporal 
preſence of Chriſts natural Fleſh and Blood ; for the 
 ſacramental Bread and Wine remain ſtill in their na- 

tural. ſubſtances, and therefore may not be adored, for 
that were Idolatry to be abhorred of all faithful Chri- 
ſtians, Here it moſt plainly declares tts mind againſt 
that, which is the Ground and Foundation ef their 
Worſhipping the Hoſt, That the Elements do not re- 
main in their natural Subſtances after Conſecration; 
if they do remain, as we and all Proteſtants hold, 
even the Lutherans, then in Worlhipping the conſe- 
crated Elements, they worſhip meer Creatures, and 
are by their own Confeſtion guilty of Idolatry, as 
T ſhall ſhow by and by; and if Chriſt's natural Fle:fþ 
and Blood: be not  corporally preſent there, neither 
with the Subſtance, nor Signs of the Elements, then 
the Adoring what is there, muſt be the Adoring 
ſome things elſe than Chriſts body; and if Bread on- 
ly be there, and they adore that which is there, 
they muſt ſurely adore the Bread it (elf, in the opi- 
nion of our Church ; but I ſhall afterwards ſtate the 
Controverſie more exatly between us. Our Church 
has here taken notice of the true Iſſue of it, and de-

that we ſhould abhor any fuch difreſpeft 'ſhown to 
the ſacred Symbols of our Savioars Body, as'is uſed 
by them, in throwing it iato the Flames to quench 
a Fire, or into the Air, or Water to ſtop a Tempeſt, 
or Jnundation, or keep themſelves from drow- 
nirg,or.anfabbe Hike milcheif (to prevent which they 
wit throw Way even the God they Worſhip) or 
the' putting, it to'any the like undecent Superſtitions. 
'Tis our-ofi-the great Honour and Refſpeft that we 
bear to the Sacrament, that we I the car- 

tying 1t'vp-and. down as a ſhow, and the Expoſin 
arid Proftieartng it to ſo ſhameful an Abuſe, od 7 
groſs-an Idolatry. We give yery great Reſpect and 
Reverence.to all-things that relate to God, and are 
ſet apart 'to his Worſhip and Service 3 to the Tem- 
ple where God is faid} himſelf to dwell, and to 
be':imore' immediately preſents to the Altar 
whereon «he Myſteries of Chriſts Body and Blood 
are folemnly celebrated; to the Holy Velſfels, that are 
always uſed. in thoſe Adminiſtrationss to the Holy 
Bible, which.is the Word of God, and the New Te- 
filament of our Lord and —_— Chriſt, as the 
Sacrament is his Body, and the New Teſtament 10 his 
Blood; to the Font, which is the Laver of Rege- 
neration, wherein we put on Chriſt, as well as we

wardly Worſhip the Sacrament, and 4 -” = | 
he blames us for not doing it inwardly in our minds, as. 
well as outwardly with our Bodie:zſo willing are theſe 
men to joyn withour wildeſt Diſſenters 1n theirunrea- 
ſonable Charges againſt our Church, and ufe any 
crutches that may help their own weak Cauſe, of be 
made uſeof to ſtrike at us; but it may as well be aid, 
that the Diſſenters Worſhip their Cuſhions, 'or their 


- Seats, when they kneel before them ; the roof of the 


Church, or the crowns of their Hats, when they 
fix their Eyes upon them, at the ſame time they are 
at Prayers upon their Knees ; or that the Papiſts 
worthip the Prieſt himſelf, before whom they Kneel 
in their-Confeſſhons; 'or that on Aſhwedneſday they 
adore the holy Aſhes as they call them, and on Palm 
ſunday the holy Boughs, which they do not pretend 
to do, becaule they Kneel when they 'are given them 3 
as well as that we Worſhip the Euchatiſt, or the 
Myſtical Elements, when we receive them Knee- 
ling, and diſavow 'any ſuch thing ,' and declare- 
it to be [dolatry to be abborr'd of all faithful Chriſti» 
ans. "4 
But is it Idolatry to Worſhip Chriſt? Or to Wor- 
ſhip the Body of Chrift, tho not for it ſelf, yet for 
the ſake of the Divine Nature, to which it is al- 
ways hypoſtatically united? No, by no means; I know 
no Hereticks, tho they denied Chrifts Divinity, but 
yet were for Worlhipping him3 theold Arriars, and- 
the late Sorinianss but how juſtifiably, _ wy 
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6 Of the Adoration 
believe him but a meer man, or only a more excel- 
lent Creature; they .and 'the Church. of Rozee are 
both .concerned to defend, 'and to: clear .it, if they 
can of Idolatry. . As to the Worſhip of the Fleſh, 
tho Neſtorius could not do this according to his 
Principles, as St. Cyr and the Council of Epheſus 
argue"againſt him z nor could the Ebzorites, nor 
SHoxi]er of old z yet I know none but tome.of their 
School-men diſpute now of Adoring the Fleſh or 
Humane Nature of Chriſt, which however-it be in 
our minds, is never in truth abſtracted from his Di- 
vioity. But we will not at all trouble our ſelves 
with thoſe parts of the Science of controverſiez nor 
ſhall we ſtand upon any of thoſe things. Well then, 
why may not Chriſt and his Body be adored in the 
Sacrament, if they are proper ObjeQs of Adorati- 
ons. No doubt but they may be adored in thisSacra- 
rent, in the Sacrament of Baptiſze too, and in all 
the Offices of the Chriſtian Religion:, wherein we 
pray to Chriſt, and Kneel before him, and exer- 
ciſe the devout ads of the mind toward him, put 
our truſt and hope in him, and -expe@ Salvation 


from him, and devote our ſelves in all SubjeQion to 


him, and .bow both our Souls and our Bodies, and 
give all, both internal and external Worſhip to him; 
this Adoration we give to Chriſt, who is God blefled 
for ever, and'who ics at the right hand of God the 
Father. And the very ſame the Papiſts give to the 
Sacrament, to the Hoſt, and the conſecrated Ele- 
ments, the moſt Sovereign, and Abſolute, and high- 
eſt Degree of Religious Worſhip that is due to God, 
whoſe creatures thoſe. Elements are 3. .or to Chrilt 
himſelf, who commanded us to receive them in re- 
membrance of him. But it is only Chriſt, ſay they, 
whom we Worſhip in the Sacrament, whom we adore

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reſent there with his Body in the Hoſt, 


and not the Hoſt or the Sacrament it felf; ſo a great 
many. of them would fain. bring off' the matter, or 


at leaſt colour and diſguite itz Bellar- 
mine a, when he had entangled him- 
ſelf with the diſtinctions of Wor- 
ſhipping the Sacrament, whether 
formally or materially ; would extri- 
cate himſelf, by thus ſtating the mat. 
ter, and,reducing it to this queſti- 
on, Whether Chriſt be to be adored 
in the Euchariſt? And St. Clara b 
would reconcile the diſpute with 
this Obſervation, Note bene, Mark 
this,the Conncil of Trent does not ſay, 
that the Sacrament is to be adored, 
but Chriſt inthe Sacrament. I won- 
der ſo great a man as Caſſandey c, 
ſhould ſay, Unleſs, with a deſign 
to condemn thething, That the Ado- 
ration is not to be given tothe outward 
ſign which is ſeen 3 but is to be referr'd 
to the thing it ſelf, and to that which 
is truly and inwardly believed. But

Examination to be falſe,and one of the moſt thick and 


unreaſonable Errors in the World, to wit, the belief 
of Tranſubſtantiation, or that the Bread and Wine 
in the Sacrament, are converted into the natural and 
ſubſtantial Body and Blood of Chriſt, ſo that there 
remains nothing of the ſubſtance of .the Bread and 
Wine after Conſecration , but only the Fleſh and 
Blood of Chriſt corporally preſent, under the Species 
and Accidents of Bread and Wine, If this DoQrine 
be true, it will in great meaſure diſcharge them from 
the guilt of Idolatry; for-then their only fault will be 
their joyniog the Species, which how thin and ghoſtly 
ſoever they be, yet are Creatures, together with 
Chri@, as one Obje&t of Worſhip; and unleſs they 
alter «their Dorine- on this point', from what it 
is now, I ſee not how they can juſtifie their wor- 
ſhipping with aaFeiz, or the Worſhip due only to 
God, not only the adorable ſubſtance of Chrilts 
Body, but the very Veils and Symbols under 
which they ſuppoſe that to lyez and yet when they 


teach, as they do, the adoring of the Sacrament,

It would be 
preſent ſo like a Prince in Incognzto, that he would 
ſeem not to require that Honour which we ought to- 
give him under a more publick appearance. God we 
know is. preſent in all his Creatures, but yet we are 
not to Worſhip him as preſent in any of them 5 un+ 
lefs, where he' makes a ſenſible Manifeſtation of him- 
ſelf, and appears by his Shechinah, or his Glory, as 
to Moſes in the burning Buſh, and. to others in like 
manners: and it would be very ſtrange to make the 
Bread in the Euchariſt a Shechinah of God, which 
appears without any Alteration juſt as it was be- 
fore it was made ſuchz and eſpecially, to make it 
ſuch a continuing Shechinah as the Papiſts do, that 
Chriſt is preſent in it,not only inthe ation and ſolemn 
Celebration, but:extra »/ame, as they ſpeak, and per- 
manenter, even after the whole Solemaity and Uſe is 
over ; that he ſhould continue there, as a preſers 
4 &s Backers - Numen, as Boilean expreſly calls it «, 
FS A = '* .and be ſhowed and carried about 
and honoured as ſuch, and dwell in 
the 
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the Species as long as they continue, as truly as he 
dwelt in the Flelh, before that was crucified ; 
this is ſtrange and monſtrous even to thoſe 
who think Chriſt - is preſent in the Sacrament , 
but not ſo as the Papiſts believe, nor ſo as to 
be worſhipped. I mean the Latheravs. But to 
bring the matter to a cloſer iſſuez the Papitſts 
themſelves are forced to confeſs, that if the

and Homage that was due to him;to a-Rebel or fellow 
-Subje ſtanding by himzbut they did this, becauſe they

I 
take it to be ſufficient, that in any neceſlary Article 
of Faith, or Eſſential part of Chriſtian Worſhip,

part at all,) it is ſufficient that we have the Scripture 
for us, or that the Scripture is filent, and ſpeaks of 
0 more than what we own and admit. In other 
external and. indifferent Matters relating meerly to 
the Circumſtances of Worſhip,, the Church may for 
outward Order and Decency, appoint what the 
Scripture does not. But as to what we are to be- 
lieve, and what we are to Worſhip the moſt pol1- 
tive Argument from any humane Authority isof no 
weight, where there is but a Negative from Scrip- 
ture. But we have ſuch a:due regard to Antiquity, 
and are ſo well aſlured of our cauſe, - were it to

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be tryed only by that, and not by Scripture, which 
the Church of Rowe generally demurs to; that we 
ſhall not fear to allow them to bring all the Fathers 
they can for their Witneſles 1n this matter, and we 
ſhall not in the leaſt decline their Teſtimony.

ivingsz but not co the ſacred Symbols which are

lous, to be believed or practiced by his Creatures ; 


yet I thought it the fitteſt to be produced after we 


are well aſſured, that neither Scripture nor Antiqui- 
ty have r<quired any ſuch thing. And 

however unwilling Be/armine þ is th ell de Sacram. 
to admit of Arguments of this na» Evuchar. 1. 3.c, 10. 
ture, from the Abſurdity of the 

thing, as knowing how very liable the Church of 
Rome was to them; and tho 'tis the moſt unjuſt Refle- 
ion upon Chriſtianity to ſay, that'any thing that 
1s a part of that isſo, which they are tooready to inf1- 
nuate; and fo bring a reproach upon the common 
Chriſtianity, rather than part with their own _— 
ou 
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lous Opinions; yet after we have thoroughly imformed 
our ſclves,that there is nothing of a Divine Authority, 
as one can hardly think there ſhould be for whar is ſo 
abſurd in it ſelf, they an Argument from the folly and 
unreaſonableyefFof the thing, miſt be allowed tobe 
very proper; and till men have loſt all their Reaſon, 
it will always be very cogent; and here it is ſo ye- 
ry ee” and prefl:s ſo or upon their Adoration 
of the Hoſt, that *tis no wonder that they love 
to {it by, and except agairſt reaſon, whenever this 
matter is to be tryed : but it is moſt ſad to conlider, 
that they ſhould have ſo little regard and concern 
for the Credit and Reputation of the Chriſtian Re- 
ligion, as by this means ſo ſhamefully and notor1- 
oully to expoſe it to the Reproach and Contempt of 
the wiſclt Men. How muſt a Few or a Turk, who 
are great enemies to all Jdulatry, be prejudiced 
agiin(t Chriſtianity, when he ſees thoſe who pro- 
feſs it, fall down and worſhip a Wafer, and make an 
Idol of a bit of Bread? When he lives 1n thoſe 
places, where he ſces it carried about with Candles 
and Torches before it, in moſt Solemn and Pom- 
_ Proceſſions, and all Perſons as it goes by, fal- 
ing upon their Knees, and ſaying their prayers, - aud. 
uſing all a&s of Devotion to it ; would he not won- 
der what ſtrange and new God, that no Hitltory 
ever mention'd, the Chriſtians adored? 

Mankt.d indeed, when very ignorant, uſed to 
worlhipa great many Creatures that were very uſeful 
to them, and when they were very hungry, if they 
lighted upon Bread, it was no great wonder; but ſure 
It can be no more fit to be worſhipt by thoſe who bet- 
ter know God, than any of his other Creatures, or 
any of the moſt dumb and ſenſcleſs,and pitiful Images, 
for which the Chriſtians ſo often, and ſo juttly

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laught at the Idolatrous Heathens 3 © eſpecially , 
thoſe of them, who were ſo fooliſh, and ſuch true 
belly-Gods, as to eat and feed upon what they 
worſhipt and deified. This the firſt and moſt learned 
Chriſtians charged, as the higheſt degree of folly ia 


the Egyptians, #0 eat the ſame Ani- 
mals, whom they worſhipt i; And a 
wiſe Heathen could not think any 
woul4 be ſo mad as to think that to 
be a God, with which be was fed k. 
It was the ingenious Opinion of a 
very learned Father, that God made 
the difference between the clean and 
unclean Beaſt, to prevent this Egyp- 
tian and Brutiſh folly in the [/r4- 
elites, who lived among them ; Be- 
cauſe, faies he, by their abominating 
the unclean , they would not deifie 
| them; and by eating the clean, they 
would be ſecured from ever worſhip. 
ping them; for it muſt be the extrea-u- 
eſt madneſs to worſhip what they eat |, 
How did the Ancient Apologiſts for 
Chriſtianity with great wit and 
ſmartneſs, ridicule the other Idols 
of the Heathens, as being the 
works at firſt of the Carver, or the 
Painter, and particularly for being 
ſuch Gods as were baked at firſt in 
the Furnace #2 of the Potter (and it 
had been much the ſame, had it been 
in the Oven of the Baker) for being 
Gods of Braſs, or of Silver #?

they have taken care, if they can

that upon all theſe accounts, this which is worſhip-

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ty AJverſaries, Celſus, and Porphyry, and Julian 
would have thrown all that the Chriſtians had ſaid 
againſt the Heathen Idols, back upon themſelves, 
and have improved them with as great Advantage, 
and retorted them with as much force, had the 
Chriſtians 1n thoſe times worſhipt the Hoſt, or the 
Sacramental Elements,as the Papifts do now ; and 'tis 
more than a Preſumption,no leſs than a Demanſtration 
that theChriſtiansdid not, becauſe none of thele thirgs 
that were ſo obnoxious, and ſo obvious, were eyer in 
the leaſt mentioned by the Heathens,or made matter of 
Reflection upon them, when they pickt up all other 
things, let them be true or falſe,. that they could 
make any uſe of to obj: againſt them. But the Primi- 
tive Chriſtians gave them no ſuch occaſion; which was 
the only Reaſon they did not take it. As ſoon as the 
Church of Rome did ſo, by ſetting up | 
the worſhip of the Hoſt /, Averroes * _ WT 
the Arabian Philoſopher, in the 13th Nullam fe fam 
Century,gave this Character of Chri- Chriſtiana dererio- 
ſtians, that he had found »o Se@ more reperire.
